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NOTE 


THESE  forty-three  original  drawings  by  Aubrey  Beardsley  have 
been  consigned  to  us  by  Mr.  Frederick  H.  Evans,  of  London,  in 
whose  possession  they  have  been  since  they  were  made.  It  was  to  Mr. 
Evans,  at  his  book  shop  in  Queen  Street,  Cheapside,  London,  that  Aubrey 
Beardsley  first  showed  his  drawings.  It  was  Mr.  Evans  who  persuaded 
his  friend  Mr.  J.  M.  Dent  to  give  Beardsley  a commission  to  make  the 
illustrations  for  the  “Morte  d’Arthur.”  Then  came  the  article  by  Joseph 
Pennell  in  The  Studio,  followed  by  The  Yellow  Book. 

In  an  interesting  little  note  buried  in  the  files  of  The  London  Saturday 
Review,  Mr.  Evans  has  said : “When  Beardsley  was  asked  to  illustrate 
the  ‘Morte  d’Arthur’  he  had  shown  no  hint  or  evidence  whatever  of  the 
peculiar  style  his  genius  developed  into  later.  All  I had  to  go  by  then  was 
a certain  freshness  of  idea,  a more  than  hint  of  a positive  and  rare  beauty 
of  line,  which  instinctively  made  me  feel  that  whatever  he  did  for  the 
‘Morte  d’Arthur’  would  be  at  least  out  of  the  ordinary  rut  of  illustrating. 
No  one  then  could  have  foreseen  the  tremendous  powers  he  was  to  ex- 
hibit later ; but  it  is  a morsel  to  one’s  credit  as  a lover  of  beauty  to  have 
seen  enough  in  him  so  early  as  to  hazard  such  an  introduction.” 

Beardsley  drawings  are  very  rarely  offered  for  sale,  and  it  is  believed 
that  Mr.  John  Lane’s  large  collection  was  destroyed  by  fire  at  Leipzig; 
in  which  case  such  an  opportunity  as  the  present  cannot  again  occur.
